laws applicable to the plebiscitary ter- 
ritory; that Peruvians have been sub-

AND FOREIGNERS 
Something more than humor is evoked 
by the effort of foreign producers, often 
backed by their governments, to dent Amer- 
ica’s hold on the motion-picture markets 
of the world. The matter has much more 
serious implications, though it has some 
times been carried to absurd lengths over- 
seas. In the larger view the present flurry 
revolves not so much about American films 
as about world markets. Europe has 
learned somewhat late that as a wedge for 
opening trade channels the motion picture 
stands almost alone. It is this about the 


dominance of the American-made films 


throughout the world which is chiefly trou- 
bling the Old World. 


At the outset England and the continent 
virtually abandoned the motion-picture 


field to the broader-visioned entertainment 


men in this country. Overseas the screen 
met with too much sophistication. It was 
regarded as a child's toy, akin to the magic 
lantern. But the plaything became a world 
force. And now that realization of this 
fact has sunk home a great deal of serious 
attention is being given the screen, not only 
by those directly interested in it overseas, 
but by their governments as well. 
England, France and Germany are report- 
ed as fully backing their motion-picture 
producers in the latter’s efforts to get a 
thumb into the world’s picture ple. These 
nations have awakened to the potentialities 
of the screen medium in developing and 
holding world markets. They have seen 
the United States become a virtua! dictator 
in many lands in the matter of style, dress 
and the daily amenities of life. Australia, 
for example, has often been termed an 
American colony. She has merited the ti- 
tle largely through the influence of Amer- 
ican films. The motion picture, in other 
words, has served a twofold purpose. It is 
entertainment and also it is perhaps the 
best salesman that the United States has 
in foreign lands. 


Film executives returning from England 
and Europe report that a concerted move 
to dreak down America’s film supremacy 
is under way. But, likewise, they report, 
the campaign is making t headway. 
The film output of the Old World is still 
negligible and gives indications of remain- 
ing so for decades to come, if only because 
of the fact that the American films have 
won their public and are holding it. 

But the present flurry may prove of con- 
siderable benefit to the motion-picture in- 
dustry here. Unquestioned and uncontest- 
ed dominance often leads to carelessness 
and abuse in any field of endeavor, There 
have been instances, for example, where 
our films have sometimes given Europeans 
more or less just cause for complaint. Film
